THE COSME AGREEMENT. 
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FACTS ABOUT COSME. 


FOUxXpATiOx : The ploneers of Comme Colony went 
to Paracaay from Australia in 38, la company with 
others, Lo start another settlement. Owing to difer- 
opecs, somo G poople withdrow in May, i804, from 
thoir provious associates, and, after cacoping for two 
1mostls, got the present land on time-payiment, and 
started Cosme. nans of Comme is taken from a 
river-ford near which the ploncers waited, homeloss, 
antil they go! land to work on. 

Poteet a Come, in three years, hax altogether 
wetted its food question. Owing to the cireamstances 
of ita foandation, it has been tory lacálos In ospital, 
and was redueod to great straits during its first year. 
Since thee, cotaforts bava slowly increased, although 
ali things wblob bave to be bought outside are still 
very abbort, as is Alto meat, 

Laxo: The Colony wae originally buying five 
lesgoes of land on tnee-payment. Last year the 
Paraguayan Goverment rocogmlsed the progress 
of the Colony by granting it the land ón settloment 
conditions, in conformity with Ure lav. The soto- 
mesi conditions aro the granting of six lcaguos by 
the Government in conshleration of * 72 fainilies” 
being settled by Juno, 1808. As Comino has already 
balt the number, and ie slowly imeressina, this ís 
practically a gift of the land. The land being settled 
on tan tract Of 16,000 nores Of good Country.

CruíimMare axb HyaLru: Paraguay is distinetly 
healthy; any encrxelopodia or book of travel mawx 
this, o winter ls pleasant, being generally bright 
and syrioglíko in the day-time, and occasbonally 
frosty at night. The summor days are often óp- 
presdvoly clodo before the troaking of tho thunder» 
storms whicli ocear every week or eo, and cool the 
air: but the sammer nights are almost always cool 
and good for sleeping. Highess  feniperataro 
registered at Cosmic, HO*; Jowest ean perature felt, $ 
of frost. Rainfall good and woll distributed. Cases 
of sektes occarring in Cosovo have ge@orally boca 
cansed by chronic ailments of previous origin or Ly 
accident; aml this bo spite of the hardships attending 
plomceriog. Three desibs have occurred, one man 
and two chiltren, sudilenly, by accldemt«. There isa 
good English doctor in Villa Rica, to whom serious 
cases are sent, Ordioary casos are treated by trained 
nurses Om the Colony.

Bork: The country round Cosme ls generally rolling; 
tho rising land forest, the low land grass, The soil 
of theee fas low lands is poor, and la of coen paratively 
little valvo for enltivation. The forest soil is deep 
and fertile, tot the labor of clearing, burning and 
stamping is great. The grassland is available for 
pasture: stocking ned burning greatly hn proring its 
quality and carrying capacity, aul horses and cattle 
cun la the open all the year rend. Cosine bas about 
half forest and half grass-laud 


Macaununy: Coste bas tittie machinery, doing 
most thim by hand Aboar. 14 has ylowgia whieh 
Cannot ves be neod in the forest clearing. a small maizo 
grinder, a thaite stieliey, amd a chal! cutter, There 
is a Secarcane poll] built entirely of wood, even to 
the rollers, thie sugar-beolling furnace and pans being 
aleo homemade; and there bea wodden horso-power 
zcar, With wheels aod pinions made of wood for tarm- 
ny the soni) machines jess mentioned, When 
people hayo líttle capital they must do without 
roachinery. or rig up thele own, ax Corine docs 
Planks and boank are sawn by the pét-eaw, and nost 
things are shuilarly primitive. 

Pronccrs: Cosmo produce" malze, leans, sudar. 
cane, mandioca, AFTOWTOOL, swodi posatoes, pro pk las, 
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wanuts, tonatosa tobacco, and, in the winter, 
2uropean vegetables, There are plantod: coffee, 
Yerba, castor of], canalgre. Froitas already yielling 
are; bananas, paw-paws—a rock-ciolon-like tree-fralt 
—moloneand peaches. Fralte planted: oranges, Ags, 
grapes, pineapples, potuegramates, dates, various 
nuts, passion-frait, ege-frait, lemons, limes, etross, 
mulberry. Slow reina plants and fralts will 
naturally bo yoars before arnillal de ax products, Cot- 
ton will grow. Wheatand English potatoes bayè been 
Manted unsuccessfully. Almost all prodacts have 
joen conmived at home, 

Brock: Cosmo lias enough natura] grass to rear 
sovoral thousand bead of stock, bos in March had 
only about 100 head of catilo, 20 horses, acd 159 pigs. 
LAve-stock la the most proming pocd of the Colony. 
Prices are low, but the capital is oot avaliable, 

MAXCYACTURER: Thocarpentry has bulll carts, dirayy, 
and farnitere, pat up the bridge amd a fine barn, made 
a wooden sogaranill, and a wooden horsepower gear, 
bralids houses, and gonorally soes to all wood-working. 
The snith does copper and boiler work as well as 
fron work; bie bellows and tools, except anvil 
amd hammer, are bomosnade. Froen tho beginning, 
hides have beca tanned, and all bootshave been made 
onthe place. Mecontly the crashing of cane, and the 
making of sugar, and various root fours, has been 
began on a very sinall scalo. 

Dixine Roox AND GALLEY: There is at presenta 
cooperative dining-voon and galley for the uso of the 
largo tumber of single meo, who olect their own 
galley conunitteeand manage thelr own moss arrange 
nents, the village committee providing two nhen as 
cook and helper, Several fauiilics take their food 
from the galley, by erramgement, bat thle la falling 
of as facilitios for women doing their own cooking 
increase, No married people eat in the dining-room, 
whieh would almost cortainly close if the single men 
married. The married women bhava hitherto looked 
after the washing and nsending of the single meo, 
arranging this aroong themselves, but assisted pass- 
ages can now be given to single wouesd who can do 
this and similar work. 

SCILOOL ANP SOctaL Love: There la a peat athog- 
house, waich bas always beon in charge of a cortited 
teactier. ‘There is a Crickes Cind, wbich has made a 
fine Oval, with pavilion. The Rocial and Literary 
Union runs the dances, concerts, plays, lectures and 
social life generally, Every Saturday might there is 
a danos; overy fall moon a great dance; only three 
or fonr people on Coeme de pos anoa. There is «a 
Singing Class and a Glee Chib. On Sanday evening 
there is reading and singing of wore or Joss serious 
charactor. The school is under the official committer, 
All other social matters are under voluntary clave 
and anions, as the working authority endeavours to 
limit its funetions to industrial management only, 

HOMYFATEAD: The first Coane village, still all there 
is to Cosmo, has been called Homestead, All present 
now<osmers join this village. At the start, owing to 
tho pressing nood for food, the clearing had to be 
piaua as fast as cloared. and the plomeers were 
loreed to balld on a grass flat. Last winter land on 
the top of a One rise was cleared for house-bullding, 
and has been laid oat as a permanent village; hero 
balidisg Las been going on, but will natarally te 
slow. as better houres aro required than hare boon. 
The houses hitherto have boon grasetbatehod, with 
walls of = timber, covered wiji “pag” a rough 
plaster. joro aro no windows glare, ail are sheat- 
tered, floors are of “ pag,” beaten bard and smooth, 

Civi Law: The civil law of Paraguay is repro- 
seatod In Cosmo by itn oun officers, who havo Leen 
appolated magistratc« by the Paraguayan Govern 
ment. Legal rogistration of birth, marriage and 
death i thas obtained, Colony forms aro gonerally 
used, in addition tothe civil form. 

Apscisaon : Admission to Cosmo is free, those 
having any money contribeting 11 to capital, as pro 
vided in the Agreoment No applicanis for meso 
bership can bo socepted without personal intorvior ; 
married applicante mast both be soon, Thas appli 
cants oan only be accepted when a Colony agent is in 
their country, 

Passion: The Paragonyan Government pays fares 
from Ueenos Ayres, vía Asancion, to Sosa, whence 
the Colony arranges everything. Expenses from 
England to Buenos Ayres are about £10 por head; 
bat married people had better bavo an Kthonal £5 
to meot possible delays, Pamager should always bo 
arranged through the Comme agent. The time from 
Eogland to Buenos Ayres ie four weeks, from 
thence to Paraguay about another woek. 
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PARTIES ron Como: Small parties now leave 
England for Cosme monthiy, arrangements havin 
lately been mado by which thie may be contin: 
uninterruptediy. Iut it most be distinctly ander. 
stool that no step: ehoeld be taten for people to 
break up their homes until definitely arraaged for 
with the Coune ageot.
